The illumination was so splendid, that 
the electric light is to be introduced in all 
parts of the city. The system adopted is 
I that of Mr. Jablochkoff, a Russian. The 
Figaro newspaper lights the front of the 
office, where it is produced, with tbe 
magical candle.

"The electric candle used by Jabloch- 
koff is formed of two cylindrical strips of 
coal, placed one beside the other, and 
separated by a peculiar isolating matter. 
The lower extremities of these strips of 
coal are set in two brass tubes, and these 
in turn are fastened into a chandelier 
bracket. The strips are bound so that 
they cannot fall apart. When the cur- 
rent is passed in the voltaic arch it springs 
into life between the two extremities of 
the coal strips, which burn little by little

It is so clearly the best policy for all 
who suffer from dental complications to 
seek the aid of a skilled dentist that it 
may I* almost supeifuous to premise 
that the following hints are written for 
those only who, from want of funds, or 
other causes, are unaile to obtain pio- 
fe.ssioual advice. 

Decayed teeth shnild at once be 
thoroughly stopped, whether trouble- 
some or not, because F the nerve is ex- 
posed a tooth will almys be unfit for u*e 
and liable to ache, vhile the food will 
lodge in the cavity aixldecompo.se, caus- 
ing the breath to be ofensive. To treat a 
decayed tooth proceedas follows : Fir>t, 
clean out the cavity, ticking out all the 
decomposed parts whim can be reached, 
and dry the interior »itb cotton. For 
this and subsequent operations a thin 
steel or iron instru.neit, sharpened at the 
point and slightly cu'ved. will be found 
useful. Should the nerve be exposed it 
should be killed. There are several ways 
of doing this. One nethod is to allow a 
drop of creosote to fall on a piece of cot- 
ton, when the lattei is placed on the 
nerve in the cavity, filling in with pure 
cotton. Oil of cloves may also be used; 
it is slower in its action, but is more 
agreeable. Both of '.hese are poisons, if 
taken into the stomarh iu any consider- 
able quantity. The? are therefore to be 
used on the teeth with care, and only at 
the place needed. For the plug take a 
bit of common gutU percha ami plunge 
it into boiling water, which will soften it 
and render it as easy to manipu- 
late as putty. The cavity having 
been cleaned and wiped dry, allow a 
single drop of the oil of cloves to fall 
upon a very small bit of cotton and 
force the latter into the hollow of the 
tout) , )>re»*iug it Ma]] in. I'inoh oflT a 
piece of the softened gutta tiercha of the 
size of the cavity, dry it quickly on a 
cotton cloth, press it in with the instru- 
ment, and smooth the outside with the 
finger. If the cavity is in the crown of 
the tooth, close the jaws, the gutta 
percha will thus be moulded into the 
shape of the opposite tooth. In about 
ten minutes the gutta percha will harden 
and the tooth will be capable of use 
the nerve is not exposed aud tender, tbe 
oil of cloves and cotton may be omitted. 
In ctM the tooth lias decayed so far that 
a mere shell is left, apply sufficient gutta 
percha to form a complete cover. When 
two or three teeth touching each other 
are badly decayed, they may be covered 
with a single piece of gutta percha. If 
at any time the tooth becomes troublesome 
again, the filling may be removed by 
the pointed instrument and a fresh one j 
inserted. It should be borne in mind j 
that a toothache caused by an exposed 
nerve in a decayed tooth can be instantly 
cured by the oil ef cloves, which should 
be used with care, as al>ove stated, so 
that it will not affect the eound teeth. 
When the nerve is destroyed future re- 
lief from pain is insured. Thus all 
who have broken or ragged teeth, and 
cannot obtain dentist's aid, may readily 
free themselves from pain and render the 
injured teeth serviceable. A good wash 
for the mouth may be prepared as fol lows : 
Dissolve a little permanganate of potash 
in water, rinsing the mouth with a por- 
tion of the solution. This will destroy 
the organic matter hanging about the 
teeth, and render the breath inodorous.

flrave, dissolute, unscrupulous, yet 
with some statesmanlike insight and ex- 
traordinary tenacity, the line from Hum- 
bert II. (107f,)down te Victor Emman- 
uel, through 800 years of varied fortune, 
might always have been accurately de- 
scribed as the soldier dynp>«ty of the 
Alps, with all the vices and many of the 
virtues the world attributes to the soldier 
and the hungry mountaineer. The great- 
est man of the house till Victor Emman- 
uel appeared, the wonderful general 
whom our fathers so much admired, and 
who, by the side of Marlborough, upheld 
through a long career of victory the cause 
of Europe against I»uis XIV., and who 
signed himself " Eugenio von Savoye," 
because he was a« much Italian as Ger- 
man, and as much Frenchman as either, 
appears in his memoirs, under all his 
court varnish and all his magnanimity, 
a thorough Savoyard, daring, ambitious, 
dissolu'.e, luxurious, and persist- 
ent a- a river. In Victor Em- 
manuel this last quality, always so per 
ceptible in his house, took a shape that 
made the fortune alike of his dynasty 
and of Italy. When, after the dark day 
ofNovara, he ascended the throne, his 
subjects expected in the sullenly brave 
young prince so deeply connected with 
the Austrian house, an Italian Haps- 
burg, a thorough reactionary, and in 
part they were not deceived. No man 
had more of the feelings of kingship er 
the pride of birth than Victor Emanuel, 
and no man more confidence in his own 
right to rule. He compelled bis parlia- 
ment to sign the peace which saved 
Piedmont, he quarreled in the very 
crisis of his fate with Cavour, because 
the great minister made a remark which 
the king considered derogatory to his 
house; he refused the tnrone of the 
Peninsula, if he were to be called 
" King of the Italian*," and he would 
often aver to the last that it was " hard 
work to guide his political team." He 
was, in fact, by temperament a king 
of the old type; but he had ac- 
quired, either from some teaching of 
his father, or the circumstan- 
ces of his own history, an absolute con- 
viction that to carry his father's policy to 
success, aud rear the throne his father 
had designed, he must be a constitutional 
king, and from that resolve he never 
swerved. His Austrian relatives implored 
and threatened him to giv« up the stat- 
ute; the priests, whom he, as a dissolute 
and superstitious man, greatly feared, 
menaced him with every spiritual suffer- 
ing , his closest female kinsfolk declared 
the incessant deaths in his house a judg- 
ment from heaven, but the proud, hot- 
tempered, bull-headed soldier, never 
swerved from the word he had given. He

Reclaiming Ma'sh Lands. 

The reclHCiation of marsh lands was 
thn subject of an r*say by J. N. £mith 
bjfoxe a Michigan farmers' club, consid- 
ered that the iow lands were among the 
Tit-heat, but, of course, his wealth of eoU 
coul.l not be made available except by 
drainage. Open drains, as most com- 
monly made, he condemned, and even for 
mail *, thought Mich morr txpeiirive and 
troublesome than tile drains. Long ex- 
*>erionce had shown that tile drai: s were 
j«rnianent and vastly more efficacious 
than any other system ; that even small 
tubes would carry ofT more water than 
a large open ditch, draining a much 
eurlace, and rendering the soil 
mora arable, better adapted to tillage, less 
subject to drought and more uniformly 
better permeated with air and moisture. 
He exhibited a map of a tnict of eighty 
acre* which contained in the center a 
tract of twenty acres of low wamp which 
ne had drained and reclaimed. The tract 
was eighty rods long and forty rods wide. 
Mr. Smith had laid down tile drains 
crosswise of the field. The drains were 
about fifteen rods apart and five reds 
from the edges or ends of the field, and 
the center drain extended was the main 
which carried off the accumulation. The 
li'.e were put down from three to five 
feet below the surface, the latter depth 
being considered the best. The tile used 
were two and one-half inches in diametei, 
costing twenty-five cents a rod. He had 
used 4,000 tile «r 260 rods, costing $»>5 ; 
th" digging and labor had cost $56, 
narking the total cost $121, or about $6 
an acre for the twenty acres. In reality 
the drainage of the twenty acres received 
tha water shed of the entire eighty acres, 
arresting much of it before it reached the 
low lands, Mr. Smith believed that 
$6 an acre would cover all expenses of 
drainage. 

Management of Orchards. 

There is a popular notion that trees 
get iuto an unproductive condition 
through a neglect of pruning, and that a 
thorough pruning is all that is needed to 
restore them to a health ; ul and fruitful 
state. This is a mistake. They have 
been brought to their poverty by starva- 
tion, and their great need is food. This 
being supplied, pruning, scraping and 
other treatment may come in to aid. 

Manure being the first thing needed, 
the fertility of the orchard may be 
brought up by ■ generous application ef 
barn-yard manure, spread upon the sur- 
face and turned under by a shallow 
plowing. In the absence of sufficient 
manure, then preen crops, buckwheat 
or clover, may be sown, to be turned 
under with application of lime or ashf s. 

In prunning an old or any other tree it 
should be done with a definite object. If 
branches have been broken or are partly 
decayed ; if the head is so crowded that 
light and air cannot enter ; ii limbs cro-w 
and chafe one another; if the head is 
quite one sided, or if for any other rea-. 
eon a removal of a portion of the top 
will b.- beneficial, then use the saw. 

The preferable time for pruning is when 
severe weather is over and before v. | 
tation has started. Use a pruning saw 
or other narrow-bladed saw, with the 
teeth get wide; smooth the wounds with 
a drawing knife, and then cover them 
with melted grafting wax or thick paint. 

Soraping and washing the old bark i» 
useful. It the tree produces indifferent 
fruit then, besides the renovation already 
mentioned, it should be crafted with 
some good sort, but it will be of little 
use to graft only about one-third of the 
head each year, beginning with the 
branches in the centre of the tree. The 
time is just as the buds be gin to swell. 

What a Farmer Ought to Knsw. 

A farmer ought to be not only an 
accomplished tiller of the soil, but also 
an excellent mechanic, a fair harness 
maker, and mender of shoes, a tolerable 
carpenter, a pretty good blacksmith or 
machinist and also a wide awake, 
thorough judge and breeder of stock,know 
how and caring for their ailments — not 
only horses and cattle, but sheep, hogs, 
mules, poultry, or anything that money 
can be made out of. With all this he 
should be a civil engineer, acquainted 
with levels and hydraulics, and re- 
pairs of pumps, and if, in addition to 
these requirements, he understands 
laying stono and brick, and put- 
ting on plastering, as well as 
mixing and applying paints,, he will 
find plenty to do, to say nothing of what 
be ought to know aboutj'grain and 
milling it. His wife, and in . fact, good 
wives generally, must not only under- 
stand housekeeping, but she must be a 
good cook, baker and conlectioner, know 
how to make and fit garments of all s^rts 
for both sexes, and not only be a tailor- 
ess, but milliner and mantaumaker also. 
She must understand canning fruit and 
vegetables, and making both pickles and 
preserves. With these, the experience 
of a few years' observation as a mother 
ought to make her something more than 
an ordinary physician. Most ailments 
pertaining both- to human beings and 
brutes are hut trifling at first, and if 
taken in time are easily cured. It 
only by neglect that they become serious. 
— [Trade Farmer.

To Polish FFBNiTt'RE. — Take of good 
alcohol one half pint, quarter of an 
ounce pulverizsd resin, the same of gum 
shellac; after this has dissolved add one- 
half pint of linseed oil; shake well. 

Fxjo Ointment.— The oil obtained 
from the yolks of eggs is credited with 
wonderful healing properties in cases of 
cuts, bruises, and the like, by some of the 
eastern nations. The eggB are first boiled 
bard, when the yolk is easily removed. 
Crushed and carefully stirred over a riot 
fire, the oil separates, when it is ready for 
use. The eggs of water-fowls have the 
mrwt oil, but that obtained from the eggs 
of the common and guinea hen is con- 
sidered best. 



Place over the corn a white felt corn- 
plaster and wear it constantly until the 
c.rn has disappeared. Every night and 
morning wet the small cavity over the 
corn (and in the plaster) with a little 
borax water, or, if preferable, the pulp 
ef a emon.

I they return to the ocean before news of 
' their a'rrival reaches the fisheis on dis- 
tant parts of the coast. This difficulty 
' is now obviated by the construction of a 
telegraphic line, tw.) hundred kilome- 
tres in length, c imposed chiefly of sub- 
marine cables, by means of which the 
fishers nlonp; the whole coast are enabled 
to gather at once on the approach of a 
shoal to any particular fiord. The 
abundant captures made in this way 
show the investment in telegraphic wire 
to have been a most profitable specula 
tion.— [From Nature.

Allan, the second wite of the gentleman 
who adopted Poe, she believed, was still 
alive. Mrs. Clark said she had seldom 
seen a good likeness of Poe— the best she 
had was cut from tn old magazine. "Thii 
engraving.' she said, " reflects at once 
the fastidiousness snd virility character- 
istic of his temperament more nearly 
than any that I have seen. All the 
others have an expression pitiably weak. 
His worst calumniators could hardly 
desire a harder fate for his memory 
than the continual reproduction of 
that leeble visage. He always 
dressed neatly, but shabbily enouirb 
when be was out of pocket. When he 
had money he was lavish and over- 
generous with it; he bad very little idea 
of taking care of money. He was always 
refined. You felt it in his very presence. 
And as long as I knew him and as much 
as 1 was with him I never saw him in- 
toxicated. I have seen him when he had 
enough wine to make him talk with even 
more than usual brilliancy. Indeed, to 
talk in large, general company, some 
little stimulant was almost necessary to 
him. Dr. Griswold says that he was 
arrogant, dogmatic and impatient of 
contradiction in conversation ; that can- 
not be verified by me. I have heard 
him engage in discussion frequently, 
oftenest with difBde nce) always with con- 
sideration for others ; it was only when 
exhilarated with wine in a large company 
that he spoke out his' views ami ideas 
with any degree of self-assertion. 
They sav he wag morbid and con- 
ceited. I Idou't^know- Wi »y d ° the y 
quarrel with a man'n nature ? If he was 
morbid, he hurt mostly himself, and 
himself suffered most. I do not think 
his con.eit, if conceit it was, had in it 
contempt of his kind. It was more a 
defiant effort to be something— a justifi- j 
cation of himself 



Kiinniiig Amok. 

Major. McNair, in his new book on 
the Malays, says that probably few per- 
sons are aware of the extent to which 
the practice called "running a muck" 
really obtains. Uajah Mansur, one of 
the sons of Yusuf, the present ruler of 
I'erak.duringa strange fit of excitement, 
drew his kiis and rushed off, striking 
right and leit, killing tix and severely 
wounding two persons, and finally mak- 
ing his escape into the jungle. He was 
only twenty years old. On occasions of 
this sort, the "amok" may be the cause 
of death or ■ vere injury to twenty or 
thirty people, before he is literally 
hunted down and destroyed like a mad 
dog. The Malay, speaking of amok, 
says: " My eyes got dark, and I ran 

on.'' .Mnji.r. .\Ie.\uir pave n terrible 

description of the scene when the cry of 
"Amok! amok!" is raised, and the 
police turn out. armed with a huge, 
short-pronged pitchfork, to catch the 
madman by the throat and pin him to a 
wall, where he is driven to bay. Gene- 
rally speaking, the amok is destroyed by 
tlie cr jwd ol his pursuers, though occa- 
sionally, as in the case of the son of 
Sultan Yusuf, he escapes to the jungle. 
Very few are brought to trial Major. 
Mc.Nair dees not believe that the amok 
is a result of opium-eatine. He holds it 
to have hail it« origin in the deed of some 
desperate Malay, to have been handed 
down by tradition to his highly sensitive 
ruccessors, and since then " regarded as 
the right thing by those who are excited 
to frenzy by apprehensions, or some in- 
jury they regard as deadly, and to be 
washed out in blood."
